To see if the town will vote to exempt Straf- 
ford Creamery Company from taxation for five years. 

Art. 13. To transact any other legal business.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


In accordance with the law I herewith submit the an- 
nual report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 
ending June 30, 1924. 

Six schools have been maintained in this town for a 

period of thirty-four weeks each. Ninety-three pupils have 
been enrolled in these schools, forty-three boys and fifty 
girls. Of these fourteen were between six and eight, seventy- 
four between eight and sixteen and five over sixteen years 
of age. 
_ The attendance was 93.9 per cent of what it would have 
been had there been no absences. The per cent of attendance 
in other towns in this district as follows: Tunbridge 95.1: 
Pomfret 94.7; Thetford 92.4; and Sharon 91.3. This brings 
Strafford third place as regards good attendance. There 
were four cases of truancy reported by the teachers. 

The following pupils have attended school for the full 
year without an absent mark: Nina Druge, Arlene Reynolds 
Gladys Wood, Ralph Sanborn of the Grammar room: Dor- 
othy Druge, Harold Jones, Emma Olsen, Richard Risley of 
the Primary room; Earl Dukes, Anna Belle Rhodes, Nellie 
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Smith of South Strafford, Margaret and Sandra McKeeman 
of Old City; Laura, Ralph, Elmer and Harold Robinson of 
the Robinson School. 

Rebates from the state for the support of schools in 
Strafford for the past year are as follows: Supervision 
$240.00; Advanced instruction $368.75; Transportation and 
board of pupils $881.76; trained teachers employed 
$283.00; Current expenses 5114.63. This makes a total of 
$1888.14 received from the state for education. 
| The best spellers from each school met at the Grammar 
Room for the annual town spelling contest in May. Helen 
Prescott and Olive Colby were declared the town champions 
and competed in the county spelling contest at Chelsea 
where they made a good showing. 

The Graduation Exercises and exhibit of school work 
was held at the Barrett Memorial Hall June 6, 1924. The fol- 
lowing received free tuition certificates: Harry Olsen, Clyde 
Needham, Ralph Stevens, Laura Robinson, Grace Bullard, 
Ronald Whitcomb, Russell Dodge, John Standfast, Ralph 
Robinson, Anna B. Rhodes, Ella Titus, Hazel Rogers, Nellie 
Smith and Olive Colby. 

The Otis Classification test was given to all pupils above 
the fourth grade during the past.year. This test has been 
used in many Vermont schools so it is well standardized thus 
making it possible for school officials to see how pupils and 
schools rank. In the case of individual pupils the results 
were of value in making promotions. 

An effort is being made to improve the penmanship this 
year. Each school has been provided with a copy of the 
Ayres Scale for measuring handwriting. This consists of a 
large sheet of paper upon which is reproduced samples of 
writing ranging from the poorest to the best. The speci- 
mens are carefully graded and numbered from 20 to 90. . 
There is supposed to be the same amount of difference be- 
twen 20 and 30 that there is between 70 and 80 or between 
80 and 90. Pupils can compare their papers with the scale 
and see if they are writing as well as the average member of 
their grade. For example the majority of fifty grade pupils 
are able to write as good as number 50, while the majority 
of eighth grade pupils write number 70. 
| Both of the Village schools are in need of repairs and 
improvements. It is hoped that quite a step may be taken 
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toward bringing one or both up to the STANDARD class 
during the next summer vacation. The heating, ventilating, 
lighting and sanitary conditions are the most vital and need 
attention first. It is an advantage to raise the school up to 
standard rather than stopping part way, as state aid is thus 
obtained. Several towns in Orange County have standard 
schools now. Strafford should join the procession.
